asked a noted German engineer why his company had not gone to Bordeaux. His reply 
was they had exhibited at the First Bordeaux exhibition and had been made to feel so 
unwanted by the French they refused to return and he added many of his colleagues 
felt likewise. Even so, several compantes from France that had not shown their pro- 
ducts elsewhere were in attendance and thelr brochures are Included among those 
forwarded for review. The concensus of delegates who attended the First exhibition 
three years ago and this one was that the Second was rather pallid compared with the 
First.
